PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of.a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 
(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 


the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


House 1s 
for each 


1. When any Standing Order of the 
suspended with reference to a Bill, 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 
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Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(ec) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall

Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bulls 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bulls. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘“‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 
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Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration ve advertising 


(6) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Commuttee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bill 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 
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Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
shall, unless it be an Estate Bill, or a Bull pro- 
viding for a consolidation of a floating debt or for 
the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) of a municipal 
corporation, stand referred to the Private Bills 
Committee, and any petitions to the House, for or 
against the Bill, are considered as referred to such 
Committee. 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Municipal Board 


60. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stands referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading. 


Board to report 


(6) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bill, or that part thereof relating to the mat- 
ters referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, 
if any, alterations should be made in the Bill. 


Report to Clerk 
(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk 
of the House. 
Bill and report to Private Bills Committee 


(d2) The Bill and report shall stand referred to 
the Private Bills Committee. 


Estate Bills to Commusstoners 


61. (a) Every Estate Bill stands referred to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills after first reading. 


Comnussioners to report 


(6) The Commissioners, or any two of them, shall 
report their opinion thereon and whether, presum- 
ing the allegations contained in the preamble to be 
proven to the satisfaction of the House, it is reason- 
able for such Bill to pass and what, if any, alter- 
ations are necessary. 


Report to Clerk 


(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk 
of the House. 


Bill and report to Private Bills Committee 


(d2) The Bill and report shall stand referred to 
the Private Bills Committee. 
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Adverse report by Commissioners 


(ec) In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not 
reasonable that the Bill submitted to them shall 
pass into law, such Bill shall not be further con- 
sidered. 


Notice re Hearing by Private Bills Commuttee 


62. (a) The Clerk of the House shall post in the 
Legislative Building five days’ notice of the date 
on which any Private Bill is to be considered by 
the Private Bills Committee. 


Notice published in the Notice Paper 


(0) The notice required by clause (a) shall be 
published in the Notice Paper. 


Notice of Next Day Meetings on Private Bulls 


(c) The Clerk shall also publish in the Notice 
Paper a notice of any meeting of the Private Bills 
Committee to be held on the following day. 


Consent of interested persons 


63. Any persons whose interest or property may 
be affected by a Private Bill, when required, shall 
appear before the Private Bills Committee to express 
their consent or objection, or may consent in writing, 
proof of which may be demanded by the Committee. 


Majonty rules 
64. (a) Questions before the Private Bills Com- 
mittee are decided by the majority. 


Casting vote by Chairman 


(b) In case of a tie, the Chairman shall give 
the casting vote. 


On Order Paper after report 


65. Private Bills when reported by the Private 
Bills Committee shall be placed on the Order Paper 
for second reading. 


Bills initialled and signed by Chairman 


66. (a) The Chairman of the Private Bills Com- 
mittee will initial each section of a Bill as it is 
passed and shall also sign the Bill. 


Amend nients 
(b) Any amendments shall be clearly indicated in 


the signed copy, any such amendments or additions 
being initialled by the Chairman. 
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Bills filed with the Clerk 


(c) The Bill signed by the Chairman shall be filed 
in the Office of the Clerk of the House. and when 
a Bill is amended, another copy with the amend- 
ments written thereon shall be prepared by the Clerk 
of the Committee and attached to the report. 


Reprinting amended Bulls 


67. Private Bills amended by any Committee may

(6) the elected members of The Kent County Roman 
Catholic Separate School Board will be the 
trustees ; 


(c) the net income from $200,000.00 of the trust 
monies shall be applied as follows: 


(i) an amount not exceeding $3,000.00 in any 
year to sponsor for the students at St. 
Joseph School, Tilbury such scholarships, 
merit prizes, trophies, awards, educational 
assistance and activities as the trustees 
deem advisable, 


(ii) the balance of the income in each year to 
be paid to the treasurers of the Town of 
Tilbury, the Township of Tilbury North, 
the Township of Tilbury West and the 
Township of Tilbury East and such income 
shall be applied in reduction of the separate 
school tax levy of the separate school 
ratepayers within the area defined by 
Schedule B hereto. Such income is to be 
apportioned between the said munici- 
palities in the ratio that the proportion of 
the assessment, as adjusted by the 
equalized assessment ratio, directed to 
support Roman Catholic Separate Schools 
in that part of each of the said munici- 
palities within the area defined on Sched- 
ule B hereto bears to the total of such 
assessment, as adjusted by the equalized 
assessment ratio, in the area defined on 
Schedule B hereto; 


(d) the net income from the balance of the trust 
shall be accumulated by the Trustees and the 
said capital and accumulated income may be 
expended by the trustees for the purpose of 
providing educational equipment to St. Joseph 
School, Tilbury, or for the purpose of con- 
structing a building as an addition to St. 
Joseph School, Tilbury, provided that such 
funds are expended only in areas where no 
Provincial Grants would be available. At any 
time the trustees may declare this part of the 
trust to be terminated and the balance of funds 
in this part of the trust and any accumulated 
income thereon would thereafter be devoted 
to the objects expressed in paragraph (c) (ii) 
above;

proof of claim in the bankruptcy, in which case 
the Minister may refund to the registrant the 
whole or such lesser amount of the refund claimed 
as the Minister determines to be reasonable in the 
circumstances. 


(6) An application required under subsection 2 
shall be in a form approved by the Minister and 
shall be accompanied by such information as the 
Minister may require. 
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(7) Where a refund has been made under this 
section, the tax in respect of which that amount 
has been remitted to the Treasurer shall remain 
payable to the Treasurer, and such tax shall be 
paid to the Treasurer out of any subsequent 
recovery made by the registrant in accordance 
with the allocation described in subsection 8.

Schedule 
GENERAL 


1. Part IV of The Landlord and Tenant Act 
governs the relationship between landlords and 
tenants of residential premises, and applies whether 
the tenancy agreement is written, oral or implied. 
(ss. 81, 82) 


2. Neither a landlord nor a tenant may waive 
his rights under Part IV of the Act, either orally 
or by written agreement. (s. 82) 


3. If the tenancy agreement is in writing, the 
landlord must return a signed copy to the tenant 
not later than twenty-one days after the tenant 
has delivered a signed copy to the landlord; failure 
to do so by the landlord relieves the tenant from 
any obligation (including the payment of rent) 
under the agreement until the landlord does deliver 
acopy tohim. (s. 83) 


SECURITY DEPOSITS 


4.—(1) The landlord may demand a security 
deposit equal to the last month’s rent. The land- 
lord must pay the tenant 6 per cent interest 
annually, as long as he holds this money. When 
the tenant leaves, at the expiration of the term of 
the lease, the last month’s rent has already been 


| paid. 


(2) Security deposits to cover damages or repairs 
are no longer lawful (except for fixed-term tenancies 
in mobile home parks that were made _ before 
December 18th, 1975; the deposit for damages must 
be returned when the tenancy agreement is ended 
or renewed). (s. 85) 


SEIZURE OF A TENANT’S PROPERTY 
5. It is an offence for a landlord to seize a 


tenant’s personal property, if the tenant is behind 
in the rent. (s. 86) 
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SUBLETTING OR ASSIGNING RENTED PREMISES 


or subsidized housing, may sublet or assign the 
rental accommodation. However, the landlord 
may have reserved the right in the tenancy 
agreement to approve the new tenant. The land- 
lord’s consent may not be withheld unreasonably 
or arbitrarily, and the landlord may only charge 
reasonable and modest expenses for giving consent. 


(2) A landlord or tenant may apply to a judge 
of the county or district court to settle disputes 
over subletting or assigning premises. (s. 91) 


RIGHT TO PRIVACY 


7.—(1) Except in emergencies, a landlord or 
employees of the landlord may not enter the 
rented premises without giving twenty-four hours’ 
written notice to the tenant, specifying a time 
during the day. However, a tenancy agreement 
may give the landlord the right to show the 
rented premises during reasonable hours, to a 
prospective tenant, after proper notice to move 
has been given. A tenant may also allow a land- 
lord to enter the premises at the time of request. 
(s.. 93) 


(2) Neither the landlord nor the tenant may 
change the lock on a door to the rented premises 
without the other’s consent. (s. 95) 


8. A landlord cannot keep political canvassers 
away from rented premises. (s. 94) 


REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


9.—(1) Part IV requires a landlord to keep the 
rented premises in good condition and fit for 
habitation during the tenancy. The landlord must 
also comply with all legal health, safety and 
housing standards, no matter what state the premises 
are in when a tenant moves in. (s. 96 (1) ) 


(2) Tenants are responsible for ordinary cleanli- 
ness (good housekeeping) and for repairing any 
damages they or their guests cause wilfully or 
negligently. (s. 96 (2) ) 


(3) Under the Act, a tenant may apply to a 
judge of the county or district court for an order 
to have repairs done or to authorize repairs for 
which the tenant has paid. The judge may grant 


the tenant a decrease in rent for as long a time | 


as the premises were improperly maintained. 
($i96;(3) ) 


(4) In emergencies, the tenant may have crucial 
repairs done immediately and deduct the amount 
from the rent. Tenants must have detailed receipts 
for all work. 
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to the court and the judge may order the tenant 


_ to repay the rent which has been withheld. The 
6.—(1) A tenant, other than one in public | 


judge may even allow the landlord to end the tenancy 
and order the eviction of the tenant. (s. 96 (3) ) 


TERMINATING A TENANCY 


10.—(1) Tenancies for a fixed period of time 
(fixed term) such as six months or one year or 
eighteen months, do not any longer simply “run 
out’, requiring the tenant to move at the end of 
the term. Where such a tenancy comes to an end 
without the landlord or tenant having entered into 
a new tenancy agreement, the Act provides that the 
agreement has been renewed as a month-to-month 
tenancy until both parties agree to another term. 
Since tenancies will go on indefinitely, landlords 
or tenants who want to end weekly, monthly, yearly 
or fixed-term tenancies of residential premises must 
notify each other in writing. 


(2) A landlord and tenant may mutually agree 
to terminate on a specific date, in writing, during 
the tenancy, in which case there is no need for 
notice. (ss. 98-103c) 


11.—(1) Notice from either the landlord or the 
tenant must, 


(a) be in writing and signed by the person 
giving notice, or his or her agent, and 
should include the date of signing ; 


(0) identify the premises for which notice is 
given; and 


(c) specify the date the premises are to be 
vacated (the termination date). 


(2) Notice of termination from a landlord must 
also, 


(a) state the reason and particulars for 
terminating the tenancy; and 


(6) advise the tenant that if he or she 
intends to dispute the landlord’s claim 
to possession, he or she need not vacate 
the premises, but that the landlord may 
regain possession by applying for an 
order from the clerk or the judge of the 
county or district court permitting eviction, 
and that the tenant is entitled to dis- 
pute the landlord’s claim. (s. 99 (1) ) 


12.—(1) Notice to end a tenancy by either land- 


lord or tenant has to be given not less than 


twenty-eight days before the last day of a weekly 
tenancy and sixty days before the last day of a 
monthly, year-to-year or fixed-term tenancy. If 
the notice is late by even one day, it is ineffective 
and proper notice must be given. (ss. 100-103) 


(2) If a landlord intends to demolish, convert 
to other use, or extensively repair the premises, 
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the landlord must give at least 120 days notice 
before the end of the tenancy. (s. 103d) 


(3) A landlord may end a tenancy during the life 
of the agreement, for certain reasons and within 
special notice periods. (ss. 103e, 103/) 


13.—(1) A tenant may deliver the notice per- 
sonally to the landlord, or his or her agent, or send 
it by ordinary mail. When sent by mail, the Act 
assumes that it is delivered on the third day after 
the date of mailing. (s. 109) 


(2) A landlord must try to deliver a notice to the 
tenant personally. If the tenant is away or evading 
service, the notice may be handed to a person 
apparently eighteen years or older on the tenant’s 
premises, by posting it up in a conspicuous place 
on the rented premises or by sending it by regis- 
tered mail to the premises. If notice is mailed, it 
is assumed to be delivered on the third day after 
the date of mailing. (s. 109) 


14.—(1) A landlord must have a legitimate 
reason for terminating a tenancy, under Part IV 
of the Act. The reasons, along with particulars, 
must be stated in the notice, whether the termin- 
ation is at the end of a tenancy period or term, or 
during the term. (s. 99 (1) ) 


(2) If a tenant fails to pay his rent when it is 
due, a landlord may give notice of termination, 
specifying a termination date not less than twenty 
days after notice is given. If the tenant pays the 
rent within fourteen days of the notice, the notice 
becomes ineffective. (s. 103e) 


(3) A landlord may serve a notice of termination 
under the following circumstances: 


1. When a tenant, or his or her guests, 
cause undue damage to the premises, 
wilfully or negligently. (s. 103f (1) (a) ) 


2. When a tenant, or his or her guests 
substantially interferes with the reason- 
able enjoyment of the premises by the land- 
lord or the other tenants. (s. 103f (1) (c) ) 


3. When a tenant, or his or her guests, 
seriously impair the safety or other lawful 
right, privilege or interest of any other 
tenants on the premises. (s. 103f (1) (d) ) 


4. When the occupants of the premises on a 
continuing basis exceed the number per- 
mitted by health, safety or housing 
standards. (s. 103f (1) (e) ) 


(4) If any of these latter four reasons are given, 
the landlord must give notice specified to be 
effective not less than twenty days after the date 
notice is given. The landlord must also inform 
the tenant that he has seven days to correct the 
situation. If, within the seven days, the tenant 
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complies or satisfies the landlord that the situation 
will be corrected, the notice is ineffective. If the 
tenant does not rectify the situation within the 
seven days, the landlord may apply to the court 
for an order to evict the tenant. (s. 103f (1-3) ) 


(5) If there is a second breach of these obliga- 
tions by the tenant within a six-month period, the 
landlord need give only fourteen days notice 
and may immediately apply to the court for an 
order permitting the tenant’s eviction. (s. 103f (4) ) 


15.—(1) A landlord also has cause for early 
termination if, 


(a) a tenant performs or commits an illegal 
act, or carries on an illegal business on the 
premises; or 


(6) a tenant in public or subsidized housing 
misrepresents his or her income or that 
of other members of his or her family 
occupying the _ residential premises. 


(s. 103f (1) (4) (f) ) 


(2) Where the notice is based on one of these 
two reasons, the landlord must give notice specified 
to be effective not less than twenty days after the 
date the notice is given. The landlord may apply 
immediately to the court for an eviction order. 


(s. 103f (3) ) 


16.—(1) Each reason for ending a tenancy before 
the end of the term or rental period also applies to 
terminating at the end of a term or rental period. 
(s. 103g (3) ) 


(2) The Act recognizes additional causes for 
termination at the end of a rental period, as follows: 


1. If the landlord needs the premises for 
himself or herself, or a member of his or 
her immediate family. (To qualify the 
landlord must give the tenant at least 
sixty days notice.) 


2. The tenant has persistently failed to pay 
rent on the day it is due. (This cause 
applies even though the tenant may not 
be in arrears at the end of the term.) 


3. The premises are public or subsidized 
housing and the tenant no longer qualifies 
to occupy such premises. 


4. The tenant was provided the residential 
premises by an employer and the tenant’s 
employment is ended. 


5. The tenancy arose by virtue of an agree- 
ment to purchase a proposed condominium 
unit, and the agreement fell through. 


6. A landlord needs the residential premises 
for demolition, conversion to use other 
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than rental-residential premises, or repairs 
or renovations so extensive as to require a 
building permit and vacant possession of 
the premises. (s. 103g (3), s. 103d) 


(3) Where the landlord has given a tenant 
notice of termination at the end of the term or rental 
period, the landlord may immediately apply to the 
county or district court for an eviction order to be 
effective on or after the termination date in the 
notice. The landlord and tenant also may agree 
in writing to termination on a specified day. The 
landlord can enforce the agreement by applying to 
the court for an eviction order. (s. 103g) 


(4) In the event of demolition, conversion to 
use for a purpose other than rental-residential 
premises (e.g., a condominium), or to make repairs 
or renovations so extensive as to require a build- 
ing permit and vacant possession of the premises, 
the landlord may give notice specifying a date at 
or after the end of a tenancy period, and not 
earlier than 120 days from the date notice is given. 
(s. 103d (1) ) 


(5) A tenant who gets such a notice has the 
following choices: 


1. The tenant may comply. 


2. The tenant may decide to move out on an 
earlier date, and if so, the tenant must 
give the landlord at least ten days written 
notice prior to the time that he or she 
intends to vacate and pay up any arrears 
of rent to the date of termination (in the 
tenant’s notice), taking into account any 
security deposit for rent which may be held 
by the landlord. 


3. The tenant may require the landlord to 
satisfy a judge that his or her claim is 
valid, and that he or she has obtained all 
necessary demolition permits or other 
authority. (s. 103d (2) ) 


(6) Where the notice relates to extensive repairs 
or renovations, the tenant may obtain the right 
of first refusal to occupy the premises as a tenant 
when the work is completed, by indicating to the 
landlord in writing that he or she wishes to have 
this right. To retain the right, the tenant must 
inform the landlord by registered mail of any 
change of address. The rent for the premises 
after the renovation or repairs must be at the 
lowest rent that would be charged to any other 
tenant for the same premises. (s. 103d (3) ) 


(7) Special provisions apply to the termination 
of a tenancy by a caretaker, janitor, manager, 
watchman, security guard or superintendent. Un- 
less otherwise agreed, the tenancy ends on the day 
that person’s employment is ended. The ‘‘care- 
taker” has one rent-free week from that date in 
which to vacate the premises. (s. 106d) 
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17. The landlord has a right to apply to the 
county or district court for an order declaring 
a tenancy ended, for an eviction order (writ of 
possession), for the payment of arrears of rent or 
compensation, or to enforce a tenant’s notice of 
termination or agreement to terminate, as well 
as the right to apply for an order to have repairs 
done at a tenant’s expense. (s. 106) 


18. In addition to the right to apply for author- 
ization for repairs, a tenant may apply to the 
court to end a tenancy or have the rent lowered 
if the landlord failed, in a significant way, to fulfill 
his or her obligations. The tenant may apply to 
the court for a return of a rent deposit and the 
related interest on that deposit. (ss. 96, 106) 


COURT MATTERS 


19.—(1) If a landlord, or a tenant, wishes to 
enforce his legal remedies, he may apply to the 
county or district court. The party against whom 
the application is made will be notified of the 
application, and given an opportunity to challenge 
it in writing, or by appearing before the clerk of 
the court, in person, or through a representative. 
If the application is not challenged, notice of the 
order will be sent to the person against whom 
application was made. (s. 106) 


(2) Landlords and tenants may now be rep- 
resented before the judge by agents other than 
lawyers. Recent amendments to the Act are in- 
tended to encourage informality in these court 
hearings, by relaxing the strict rules of evidence. 
(s. 106e) 


EVICTIONS 


20. A tenant may only be evicted by the sheriff 
and his officers, under the authority of a court 
order permitting eviction (a writ of possession). 


(s. 107 (1) ) 
MOBILE HOME PARKS 


21.—(1) All of the provisions of the Act also 
apply to landlords of mobile home parks and 
owners of mobile homes (not travel or tent trailers) 
renting these sites in the parks. (s. 81) 


(2) Tenants in these parks may sell, lease, or 
otherwise dispose of their mobile homes, even if 
the homes remain in the park. The landlord 
cannot unreasonably or arbitrarily withhold his 
consent to the new owners remaining in the park.

Any dispute over 
landlord’s consent may be referred to a county 
or district court judge. (s.

(3) The landlord is not entitled to act as the 
tenant’s agent in the sale, rental or other disposal 
of the tenant’s mobile home, unless there is a 
written contract to that effect. (s. 111 (6) ) 
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(4) Landlords are no longer permitted to charge 
entry and installation fees or removal and exit 
fees for mobile homes from the park, or for the 
granting of a tenancy, except to recover reason- 
able expenses. (s. 112) 


(5) A landlord may not restrict the right of a 
tenant to purchase goods or services from a 
person of his or her choice. The landlord may, 
however, set reasonable standards for mobile home 
equipment. (s. 113) 


(6) Landlords are obliged to provide garbage 
disposal and snow removal and to maintain roads 
and services within the mobile home parks. (s. 114) 


NOTICE OF RENT INCREASE 


22.—(1) A landlord is now required to give a 
tenant ninety days’ notice of a rent increase, 
setting out the amount of the increase, in addition 
to his responsibilities under The Residential Premises 
Rent Review Act, 1975 (2nd Session). The rent 
review legislation compels a landlord to give notice 
justifying the increase, which must accompany 
the notice of arent increase. (s. 115 (1) ) 


(2) Unless the tenant decides to move out and 
gives proper, written notice, the tenant is con- 
sidered to have accepted the amount of rent increase 
allowed by law. (s. 115 (2) ) 


(3) During the life of the rent review legislation, 
the tenant does not surrender his right to challenge 
a rent increase by signing a new tenancy agree- 
ment, or by not responding to a landlord’s notice 
ofincrease. (s. 115 (3) ) 


TENANT’S SECURITY 


23. It is an offence for a landlord to harass a 
tenant out of the premises, or to interfere with the 
supply of vital services, such as heat or electricity, 
while the tenant is in occupation. (s. 107 (4) ) 


24.—(1) A judge will refuse a landlord an order 
permitting eviction if the court finds that the 
landlord, 


(a) has not lived up to his or her fundamental 
obligations ; 


wants to evict a tenant because he or she 
has complained to authorities about the 
landlord’s violation of health, safety or 
housing laws;

(2) A group of tenants sharing a common 
problem with a landlord may, if a judge approves, 
jointly take that landlord to court. Conversely, 
a landlord may take a group of tenants to court, 
ifa judge approves. (s. 106/) 


POSTING 


25.—(1) Landlords of residential premises with 
more than one unit and common facilities, such 
as a lobby, and landlords of mobile home parks, are 
required to post a copy of Part IV of The Landlord 
and Tenant Act, or a copy of this summary, in a 
conspicuous place. 


(2) The legal name and address of the landlord, 
for service, also must be posted. Tenants may take 
landlords to court in the name which is posted.

and perpendicular to the confluence of the waters of 
Eastern Water with the waters of Boathouse Cove:

Lake; thence in a general northwesterly and

Bay and Charleston Lake and 100 feet in per-

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Treasurer’s Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are | 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets | 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the | 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are | 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


in some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 
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Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(>) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay | 


the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

All such orders will require the owner to repair 
the dwelling in accordance with a by-law passed 
pursuant to the standards of housing legislation, 
The proposed legislation however preserves the 
owner's right to demolish providing he complies 
with any other Act or regulations or by-laws 
thereunder. The Council may pass by-laws ordering 
the removal or demolition of any dwelling which 
in the opinion of the Council is unfit for human 
habitation or dangerous to the health or safety of 
persons and which the owner has failed to repair 
in accordance with an order as confirmed or modified. 
The existing standards of housing legislation pro- 
vides the appeal procedure from such a by-law. 


2. That notwithstanding section 361 of The 
Mumicipal Act and the levy made thereunder for 
1975 against persons in the Roncesvalles Business 
Improvement Area, the City may refund the special 
charge so levied and collected to the persons 
who have paid it and that the City may assume at 
its own expense accounts incurred by the Board of 
Management for the Roncesvalles Business Improve- 
ment Area. 


3. That notwithstanding any other Act, where 
land is or is to be acquired for a public park or a 
public park is to be established or laid out, the 
Council may pass by-laws to define one or more 
areas in the City which in the opinion of the 
Council derives or will derive special benefit from the 
acquisition, establishment or laying out and im- 
provement of such public park, and thereafter the 
Council may levy the cost or any part of the cost 
of the acquisition, establishment, laying out and 
improvement of the land for the public park 
against the lands in the defined area and the cost 
so levied shall be payable in such number of 
annual instalments as prescribed by the Council, 
and the cost chargeable against the lands in the 
defined area shall be apportioned in the same ratio 
as the assessment of each parcel bears to the total 
assessment of all parcels in the defined area which 
are subject to such levy. The proposed legislation 
will provide that any such levying by-law will be 
subject to the approval of the Ontario Municipal

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(0) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bull with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House.

53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon.

54. All applications for Private Bills properly the

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(0b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 
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(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall

On amounts over $250,000 and up to $350,000 = 250

Publication of Standing Orders ve Private Bulls 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
- of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 


vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :-— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue bedentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required.

(4) MEDICAL REPORTS 

The Insurer has the right and the claimant shall afford to the 
Insurer, an opportunity to examine the person of the insured 
person when and as often as it reasonably requires while the claim 
is pending, and also, in the case of the death of the insured person, 
to make an autopsy subject to the law relating to autopsies. 
“ATTENDING PHYSICIAN” DEFINED 

“Attending physician’’ shall mean a person who. legally engages in 
the practice of medicine or surgery, or both. 

(6) RELEASE 

Notwithstanding any release provided for under the relevant sec- 

tions of The Insurance Act the Insurer may demand, as a condition 

precedent to payment of any amount under this section of the 

policy, a release in favour of the insured and the Insurer from 

liability to the extent of such payment from the insured person or 

his personal representative or any other person. 
(7) WHEN MONEYS PAYABLE 

(a) All amounts payable under this section, other than benefits 
under Part Il of subsection 2, shall be paid by the Insurer 
within 30 days after it has received proof of claim. The initial 
benefits for loss of time under Part Il of subsection 2 shall be 
paid within 30 days after it has received proof of claim, and 
payments shall be made thereafter within each 30-day period 
while the Insurer remains liable for payments if the insured 
person, whenever required to do so, furnishes prior to pay- 
ment proof of continuing disability. 
No person shall bring an action to recover the amount of a 
claim under this section unless the requirements of provisions 
3 and 4 are complied with, nor until the amount of the loss has 
been ascertained as provided in this section. 

(c) Every action or proceeding against the Insurer for the recovery 
of a claim under this section shall be commenced within one 
year from the date on which the cause of action arose and not 
afterwards. 

(8) LIMITATION ON BENEFIT PAYABLE 

Where a person is entitled to benefits under more than one contract 

providing insurance of the type set forth in subsection 2, he or his 

personal representative or any person claiming through or under 
him or by virtue of The Fatal Accidents Act, may recover only an 
amount equal to one benefit. 


In so far as applicable the general provisions, definitions, exclusions 
and statutory conditions of the policy also apply. 


SECTION C—LOSS OF OR DAMAGE 
TO INSURED AUTOMOBILE 


The Insurer agrees to indemnify the insured against direct and acci- 
dental loss of or damage to the automobile, including its equipment 
Subsection 1 — ALL PERILS — from all perils; 
Subsection 2 — COLLISION OR UPSET — caused by collision with an- 
other object or by upset; 
Subsection 3 — COMPREHENSIVE — from any peril other than by col- 
lision with another object or by upset; 
The words “another object’’ as used in this subsection 3 shall be 
deemed to include (a) a vehicle to which the automobile is attached 
and (b) the surface of the ground and any object therein or thereon. 
Loss or damage caused by missiles, falling or flying objects, fire, theft, 
explosion, earthquake, windstorm, hail, rising water, malicious mis- 
chief, riot or civil commotion shall be deemed loss or damage caused 
by perils for which insurance is provided under this subsection 3. 
Subsection 4— SPECIFIED PERILS — caused by fire, lightning, theft 
or attempt thereat, windstorm, earthquake, hail, explosion, riot or civil 
commotion, falling or forced landing of aircraft or of parts thereof, 
rising water, or the stranding, sinking, burning, derailment or collision 
Of any conveyance in or upon which the automobile is being trans- 
ported on land or water; 

DEDUCTIBLE CLAUSE 
Each occurrence causing loss or damage covered under any subsection 
of section C except loss or damage caused by fire or lightning or theft 
of the entire automobile covered by such subsection, shall give rise 
to a separate claim in respect of which the Insurer’s liability shall be 
limited to the amount of loss or damage in excess of the amount 


deductible, if any, stated in the applicable subsection of section C of 
item 4 of the application. 
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EXCLUSIONS 
The Insurer shall not be liable, 
(1) under any subsection of section C for loss or damage 
(a) to tires or consisting of or caused by mechanical fracture or 
breakdown of any part of the automobile or by rusting, corro- 
sion, wear and tear, freezing, or explosion within the combus- 
tion chamber, unless the loss or damage is coincident with 
other loss or damage covered by such subsection or is caused by 
fire, theft or malicious mischief covered by such subsection; or

. AGREEMENT OF INSURED 


The insured, if engaged in the business of selling, repairing or servic- 
ing automobiles, agrees in the event of loss or damage for which 
indemnity is provided by any subsection(s) of section C of this policy 
to replace the property or make the necessary repairs at the actual 
cost to the insured if so requested by the Insurer. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS, DEFINITIONS 
AND EXCLUSIONS 
1. TERRITORY 


This policy applies only while the automobile is being operated, 
used, stored or parked within Canada, the United States of America 
Or upon a vessel plying between ‘ports of those countries. 


2. OCCUPANT DEFINED 
In this policy the word “occupant”? means a person driving, being 
carried in or upon or entering or getting on to or alighting from an 
automobile. ' 


3. CONSENT OF OWNER 
No person shall be entitled to indemnity or payment under this 
policy who is an occupant of any automobile which is being used 
without the consent of the owner thereof. 


4. GARAGE PERSONNEL EXCLUDED 
No person who is engaged in the business of selling, repairing, 
maintaining, storing, servicing or parking automobiles shall be 
entitled to indemnity or payment under this policy for any loss, 
damage, injury or death sustained while engaged in the use or 
operation of or while working upon the automobile in the course of 
that business or while so engaged is an occupant of the described 
automobile or a newly acquired automobile as defined in this 
policy, unless the person is the owner of such automobile or his 
employee or partner. 

5. AUTOMOBILE DEFINED 
In this policy except where stated to the contrary the words “the 
automobile’”’ mean: 


Under sections A (Third Party Liability), B (Accident Benefits), 

C (Loss of or Damage to Insured Automobile) 

(a) The Described Automobile — an automobile, trailer or semi- 
trailer specifically described in the policy or within the des- 
cription of insured automobiles set forth therein; 

(b) A Newly Acquired Automobile — an automobile, ownership of 
which is acquired by the insured and, within fourteen days 
following the date of its delivery to him, notified to the Insurer 
in respect of which the insured has no other valid insurance, 
if either it replaces an automobile described in the application 
or the Insurer insures (in respect of the section or subsection 
of the Insuring Agreements under which claim iS made) all 
automobiles owned by the insured at such delivery date and in 
respect of which the insured pays any additional premium 
required; provided however, that insurance hereunder shall not 


apply if the insured is engaged in the business of selling auto- 
mobiles; 


and under sections A (Third Party Liability), B (Accident Benefits) 

only 

(c) A Temporary Substitute Automobile — an automobile not owned 
by the insured, nor by any person or persons residing in the 
same dwelling premises as the insured, while temporarily used 
as the substitute for the described automobile which is not in 
use by any person insured by this policy, because of its break- 
down, repair, servicing, loss, destruction or sale; 


(d) Any automobile of the private passenger or station wagon type, 
other than the described automobile, while personally driven 
by the insured, or by his or her spouse if residing in the same 
dwelling premises as the insured, provided that 

(i) the described automobile is of the private passenger or 
station wagon type; 

(ii) the insured is an individual or are husband and wife; 

(iii) neither the insured nor his or her spouse is driving such 
automobile in connection with the business of selling, 
repairing, maintaining, servicing, storing or parking auto- 
mobiles; 

(iv) such other automobile is not owned or regularly or fre- 
quently used by the insured or by any person or persons 
residing in the same dwelling premises as the Insured; 

(v) such other automobile is not owned, hired or leased by an 
employer of the insured or by an employer of any person 
Or persons residing in the same dwelling premises as the 
insured; 

(vi) such other automobile is not used for carrying passengers 
for compensation or hire or for commercial delivery; 
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(v) Aa other automobile is not used for carrying passengers 
or compensation or hire or commercial delivery; 


(f) Owned Trailer —a trailer owned by the insured, not described 
in this policy, other than a trailer designed or used for 
passenger carrying, demonstration, sales, office or dwelling 
purposes; 


(zg) Non-owned Trailer —a trailer not owned by the insured used 
in connection with the automobile. 


TWO OR MORE AUTOMOBILES 

(a) When two or more automobiles are described hereunder (i) with 
respect to the use or operation of such described automobiles, 
each automobile shall be deemed to be insured under a 
separate policy; (ii) with respect to the use or operation of an 
automobile not owned by the insured, the limit of the insurer’s 
liability shall not exceed the highest limit applicable to any 
one described automobile; 


(b) When the insured owns two or more automobiles which are 
insured as described automobiles under two or more automo- 
bile insurance policies, the limit of the insurer under this 
policy with respect to the use or operation of an automobile not 
owned by the insured shall not exceed the proportion that the 
highest limit applicable to any one automobile described in this 
policy bears to the sum of the highest limits applicable under 
each policy and in no event shall exceed such proportion of the 
highest limit applicable to any one automobile under any policy; 


(c) A motor vehicle and one or more trailers or semi-trailers 
attached thereto shall be held to be one automobile with 
respect to the limit(s) of liability under Insuring Agreements A 
and B and separate automobiles with respect to the limit(s) of 
liability, including any deductible provisions, under Insuring 


Agreement C. 


WAR RISKS EXCLUDED ; 
The Insurer shall not be liable under section B or C of this policy 


for any loss, damage, injury or death caused directly or indirectly 
by bombardment, invasion, civil war, insurrection, rebellion, revolu- 
tion, military or usurped power, or by operation of armed forces 
while engaged in hostilities, whether war be declared or not. 


EXCLUDED USES 
Unless coverage is expressly given by an endorsement of this 


policy, the Insurer shall not be liable under this policy while: 
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active material for research, education, development or jindus- 
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(ii) the occasional and infrequent use by the insured of his 
automobile for the carriage of another person who shares 
the cost of the trip; 

(iii) the use by the insured of his automobile for the Carriage of 
a temporary or permanent domestic servant of the insured 
or his spouse; 

(iv) the use by the insured of his automobile for the Carriage of 
clients or customers or prospective clients or customers; 

(v) the occasional and infrequent use by the insured of his 
automobile for the transportation of children to or from 
school or school activities conducted within the educa- 
tional program. 


ENDORSEMENT RESTRICTING OCCUPANT COVERAGE 
IN COMMERCIAL AUTOMOBILES 

The Insurer shall not be liable under section A of this policy for 
any loss or damage resulting from, or payment in respect of, bodily 
injury to or death of any occupant of the automobile, if such automo- 
bile is other than the private passenger, station wagon or bus type if 
at the time of the accident more than THREE PERSONS (exclusive of 
the driver) are occupants of the automobile. Except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this endorsement, all limits, terms, conditions, provisions, 
definittons and exclusions of this Policv shall have full force and 


effect. 

STATUTORY CONDITIONS 
In these Statutory Conditions, unless the context otherwise requires, 
the word “insured’’ means a person insured by this contract whether 
named or not. With respect to Section B only Statutory Conditions 1, 
8 and 9 shall apply. 
Material Change in Risk 
1. (1) The insured named in this contract shall promptly notify the 

Insurer or its local agent in writing of any change in the risk 

material to the contract and within his knowledge. 

(2) Without restricting the generality of the foregoing, the words 

“change in the risk material to the contract” include: 

(a) any change in the insurable interest of the insured named 
in this contract in the automobile by sale, assignment or 
otherwise, except through change of title by succession, 
death or proceedings under the Bankruptcy Act (Canada); 

and in respect of insurance against loss of or damage to the 

automobile, 

(b) any mortgage, lien or encumbrance affecting the automobile 
after the application for this contract; 

(c) any other insurance of the same interest, whether valid or 
not, covering loss or damage insured by this contract or 
any portion thereof. 

Prohibited Use by Insured 


2. (1) The insured shall not drive or operate the automobile, 
(a) unless he is for the time being either authorized by law or 
qualified to drive or operate the automobile; or : 
(b) while his licence to drive or operate an automobile is sus- 
pended or while his right to obtain a licence is suspended 
or while he is prohibited under order of any court from 
driving or operating an automobile; or 
(c) while he is under the age of sixteen years or under such 
other age as is prescribed by the law of the province in 
which he resides at the time this contract is made as being 
the minimum age at which a licence or permit to drive an 
automobile may be issued to him; or 
(d) for any illicit or prohibited trade or transportation; or 
(e) in any race or speed test. 
Prohibited Use by Others 
(2) The insured shall not permit, suffer, allow or connive at the use 
of the automobile, 
(a) by any person, 
(i) unless that person is for the time being either authorized 
by law or qualified to drive or operate the automobile; or 
(ii) while that person is under the age of sixteen years or 
under such other age as is prescribed by the law of the 
province in which he resides at the time this contract is 
made as being the minimum age at which a licence or 
permit to drive an automobile may be issued to him; or 
(b) by any person who is a member of the household of the 
insured while his licence to drive or operate an automobile 
is suspended or while ‘his right to obtain a licence is sus-

(c) for any illicit or prohibited trade or transportation; or 
(d) in any race or speed test. 
Requirements Where Loss or Damage to Persons or Property 
3. (1) The insured shall,

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(b) at the expense of the Insurer, and as far as reasonably 
possible, protect the automobile from further loss or 
damage; and 

(c) deliver to the Insurer within ninety days after the date of 
the loss or damage a statutory declaration stating, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, the place, time, cause and 
amount of the loss or damage, the interest of the insured 
and of all others therein, the encumbrances thereon, all 
other insurance, whether valid or not, covering the auto- 
mobile and that the loss or damage did not occur through 
any wilful act or neglect, procurement, means or connivance 
of the insured. 

(2) Any further loss or damage accruing to the automobile directly 
or indirectly from a failure to protect it as required under sub- 
condition 1 of this condition is not recoverable under this 
contract. 

(3) No repairs, other than those that are immediately necessary for 
the protection of the automobile from further loss or damage, 
shall be undertaken and no physical evidence of the loss or 
damage shail be removed, 

(a) without the written consent of the Insurer; or 

(b) until the Insurer has had a reasonable time to make the 
examination for which provision is made in statutory condi- 
tion 5. 


Examination of Insured 
(4) The insured shall submit to examination under oath, and shall 
produce for examination at such reasonable place and time as 
is designated by the Insurer or its rep,esentative all documents 
in his possession or contro! that relate to the matters in ques- 
tion, and he shall permit extracts and copies thereof to be made. 


Insurer Liable for Cash Value of Automobile 
(5) The Insurer shall not be liable for more than the actual cash 
value of the automobile at the time any loss or damage occurs, 
and the loss or damage shall be ascertained or estimated 
according to that actual cash value with proper deduction for 
depreciation, however caused, and shall not exceed the amount 
that it would cost to repair or replace the automobile, or any 
part thereof, with material of like kind and quality, but, if any 
part of the automobile is obsolete and out of stock, the liability 
of the Insurer in respect thereof snall be limited to the value of 
that part at the time of loss or damage, not exceeding the 


maker's latest list price. 
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No Abandonment; Salvage 


(7) There shall be no abandonment of the automobile to the Insurer 
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In Case of Disagreement 

(8) In the event of disagreement as to the nature and extent of the 
repairs and replacements required, or as to their adequacy, 
if effected, or as to the amount payable in respect of any loss 
or damage, those questions shall be determined by appraisal as 
provided under The Insurance Act before there can be recovery 
under this contract, whether the right to recover on the contract 
is disputed or not, and independently of all other questions. 
There shall be no right to an appraisal until a specific demand 
therefor is made in writing and until after proof of loss has 
been delivered. 


Inspection of Automobile 
5. The insured shall permit the Insurer at all reasonable times to 
inspect the automobile and its equipment. 


Time and Manner of Payment of Insurance Money 

6. (1) The !nsurer shall pay the insurance money for which it is liable 
unde; this contract within sixty days after the proof of loss has 
been received by it or, where an appraisal is made under sub- 
condition 8 of statutory condition 4, within fifteen days after the 
award is rendered by the appraisers. 


When Action May be Brought 
(2) The insured shall not bring an action to recover the amount of 
a claim under this contract unless the requirements of statutory 
conditions 3 and 4 are complied with or until the amount of the 
loss has been ascertained as therein provided or by a judgment 
against the insured after trial of the issue or by agreement 
between the parties with the written consent of the Insurer. 


Limitation of Actions 
(3) Every action or proceeding against the Insurer under this con- 
tract in respect of loss or damage to the automobile shall be 
commenced within one year next after the happening of the 
loss and not afterwards, and in respect of loss or damage to 
persons or property shall be commenced within one year next 
after the cause of action arose and not afterwards. 


Who May Give Notice and Proofs of Claim 

7. Notice of claim may be given and proofs of claim may be made by 
the agent of the insured named in this contract in case of absence 
or inability of the insured to give the notice or make the proof, such 
absence or inability being satisfactorily accounted for or, in the like 
case or if the insured refuses to do so, by a person to whom any 
part of the insurance money is payable. 


Termination 
8. (1) This contract may be terminated, 

(a) by the Insurer giving to the insured fifteen days’ notice of 
termination by registered mail or five days’ written notice 
of termination personally delivered; 

(b) by the insured at any time on request. 

(2) Where this contract is terminated by the Insurer, 

(a) the Insurer shall refund the excess of premium actually paid 
by the insured over the pro rata premium for the expired 
time, but in no event shall the pro rata premium for the 
expired time be deemed to be less than any minimum 
retained premium specified; and 

(b) the refund shall accompany the notice unless the premium 
is subject to adjustment or determination as to the amount, 
in which case the refund shall be made as soon as prac- 
ticable. . 


(3) Where this contract is terminated by the insured, the Insurer 
shall refund as soon as practicable the excess of premium 
actually paid by the insured over the short rate premium for 
the expired time, but in no event shall the short rate premium 
for the expired time be deemed to be less than any minimum 
retained premium specified. 


(4) The refund may be made by money, postal or express company 
money order or cheque payable at par. 


(5) The fifteen days mentioned in clause a of subcondition 1 of this 
condition commences to run on the day following the receipt of 
the registered letter at the post office to which it is addressed. 


Notice 


9. Any written notice to the Insurer may be delivered at, or sent by 
registered mail to, the chief agency or head office of the Insurer in 
the Province. Written notice may be given to the insured named in 
this contract by letter personally delivered to him or by registered 
mail addressed to him at his latest post office address as notified 
to the Insurer. In this condition, the expression “registered” means 
registered in or outside Canada. 
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
